Notwithstanding the heat nearly 
all of the members calied during tne after-

A resolution to invest this 
in property and build a home as soon as the 
amount reached $10,000 met with a hearty re- 
sponse in the form of cash donations sufff- 
cient to make a purchase of a double house, 
Nos. 275 and 277 Indiana street, one of tne 
ladies agreeing to advance a sum necessary 
to make ali payments. | 

The Provident Laundry was likewise given 
quarters in the rear of the building and fit- 
ted up with the best modern machinery. The 
most skillful laundresses are employed to 
teach women the trade. An agency will be 
maintained where first-class working women 
can be found. : 

In other respects the laundry is separate 
from the home. ‘Those who are taken into 
-the home are young women who are unable 
to live comtortably on their wages. They 
find comfortable quarters and excellent board 
for $2.25 per week. In the last year 520 
women have been accommodated, the aver- 
age in the home being sixty. While the ap- 
plicant is expected to have a good character 
she is not subjected to a census-taker’s ques- 


tions.

THAT SPECIAL SESSION, 


A Compromise in the Matter of the Re 
quest for a Cali. 

After a three hours’ session yesterday the 
Executive Committee decided on what might 
be called a compromise in the matter of the 
request for a call to be sent to Gov. Fifer. 

In spite of the desire to have the request 
come from property-Owners rather than the 
Council it was decided that it would be 
policy to consult with the Council at least, 
and a committee, composed of Lyman J. 
Gage, T. B. Bryan, Potter Palmer, and Mayor 
Cregier, was appointed to meet with the Coun- 
cil’s subcommittee at 30’clock today at head- 
quarters. The draft of a call for a special 
session to be sent to Gov. Fifer was submit- 
ted by Edwin Walker and was referred to 
this committee. 

There is a good deal of feeling among some 
of the directors regarding the action taken 
by the Ceuncil Monday, and many opposed 
having the matter referred to that body at 
all. It looked to them much as though the 
Mayor, through that body, was trying to 
force recognition, and so incorporate what 
other measures he might desire on the -spe- 
cial call, , 

But the action having been taken the com- 
mittee deemed it best to conciliate and to 
enter into the city’s plans if it consistently 
could. Consequently the committee was ap- 
pointed, and if it can come to an agreement 
with the municipal committee all will be 
weil, and a special messenger will be dis- 
patchea to the Governor at Springfield. If 
it cannot itis at liberty to act on its own 
responsibility. ft will coneiliate in 
every way, but it will not agree to have the 
call burdened down with subjects that can 
just as well come — 12 the next regular ses- 
sion, and that wi delay legislation on 
World’s Fair matters. It does not want the 
World’s Fair made an excuse to bring all 
sorts of irrelevant matter before the Legis- 
lature, and will not consent to it. 

It the meeting tomorrow is not harmoni- 
ous, a call will be sent from the var a= 
irrespective of the Council. The draft of 
the call,as made out by Mr. Walker, will 
have to be pretty closely followed to suit the 
World’s Fair people. Few additions can be 
made, as the desire is to keep politics and 
general municipal matters out of it.

Following the example set in Palmer’s case 
the convention also inserted a plank in its 
platform to suit Mr. Raab’s nomination. This 
demands the prompt repeal of the Compul- 
sory Education law. Col.“ Tom Cloonan 
and his associates from Chicago, who never 
experienced much of the advantages of com- 
pulsory or other education, would not be sat- 
isfied with amendment of the law. They in- 
sist on its repeal. But by way of apology 
for this radical declarawon the glittering 
generalities of the Sherman House Lutheran- 
Roman Catholic Committee, of which Judge 
Prendergast is the putative father, were in- 
dorsed. 

The other planks of the platform which 


will attract most attention are the demands 


for the election of the State Railroad and 
Warehouse Commissioners by popular vote, 
the paternalistic preposition that the State 
shall manufacture school books, the deciara- 
tions in favor of unrestricted silver coinage 
and of the Australian ballot system. The 
convention went through the form of declar- 
ing that the interest on the public funds 
shall be used for public purposes, and a score 
or so of Democratic Aldermen from Chicago 
who have persistently opposed giving effect 
to the principle thus enunciated were among 
the most vociferous in its support. 
The same fellows and other tar 
eaters from this region declared 
in favor of economy in municipal govern- 
ment, though they act every day of their 
hives in opposition to such declarations. 

As a matter of course the platform abounds 
in “denunciations” and “condemnations.” 
The State Board of Equalization was de- 
nounced for favoring monopoly and dis- 
‘criminating against the farmer. The 
United States Senate was denounced 
for seating the Montana Senators. The 
McKiniey bill was denounced as 94 
“conspiracy and a crime,“ and so on. 
The platform bids for the support of the 
Socialists, the Lutherans, the farmers, and 
the miners. It is intended to please every- 
body. It may displease as many as it will 
please. It is a piece of patchwork badly 
arranged. Such a platform as shallow dema- 
gogues think well calculated to catch votes. 

It was, as already stated, made to suit 
Palmer and Raab. Everything else was sac- 
rificed in their interest. It remains to be 
seen whether Fitzgerald, Weber, and the 
other candidates immolated on the Paimer- 
Raab altar to please the junior and the mug- 
wump organs of Chicago will lend their en- 
thusiastic support to tne nominees. 


PUNISHING BANK WRECKEBS. 

It must be conceded that justice has of late 
been successful’ in foliowmg up, appre- 
hending, and punishing the Napoleons of 
finance. It is but a few days ago that 
Broker Pell was convicted of larceny for 
selling the securities of the Lenox Bank in 
New. York City, and now justice has also 
overtaken Gen. P. J. Claassen, the ex-Presi- 
dent of the Sixth National Bank, in the same 
city, who was concerned in the wrecking of 
that institution, and who has been convicted 
upon five counts in the indictment against 
him, upon any one of which he 1s liable to a 
sentence of ten years’ imprisonment, 

There is room for general congratulation 
that these genteel and eminent bank-rob- 
bers are likely to be punished for tneir 
crookedness, though even now there will be 
some apprehension that they may wriggie 
out by the help of technicalities, or appeal, 
or by the skill of crafty lawyers, if they have 
any funds left. The evidence, however, was 
so direct and the plans which these bank- 
wreckers laid for skinning shareholders ana 
depositors were so clearly exposed that 
it does not seem possible they can 
escape the penalty. It also wmilitates 
against them that it is easier to convict and 
punish bank-wreckers who have fleeced cer- 
tain individuals directly than it is bribers 
and boodlers where the losses are not per- 
sonally felt, as the money is abstractea from 
a general fund belonging to tne entire com- 
munity. Their convicuon proves that the 
eminent scoundrels who wreck a bank can 
be punisbed just as easily as the unemment 
cracksman who breaks into the bank’s safe, 
and the knowledge of this cannot but have a 
very salutary effect in deterring officials 
from plundering their institutions and in 
restoring public confidence in the safety of 
deposits. It proves also that it is only neces-

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"THI LAST OP THE PANAMA CANAL. 

Whe detaisea report of the commission ap- 
pointed by the liquidator of the Panama 
Canal company to devise some plan for the 
completuon of De Lesseps’ project gives the 
death-blow to it and has even intimidated 
the ring of speculators who, up to this time, 
have hoped to get more money out of the 
French people by keeping the stock quota- 
tions up. In addition to the principal report 
there were seven special reports of a dam- 
aging character, any one of which was suf- 
ficient to condemn the enterprise. One of 
these reports, touching climatic and topo- 
graphical conditions, says:

The same report finds that a cutting five 
miles in length must be made through a sum- 
mit 880 feet above sea level, and the borings 
indicate that it will be impossible to make 
the desired slopes without great danger of 
accidents. Besides this great cutting five 
miles long and 235 feet deep the commission 
reports that it would have to locate 120 feet 
above the sea a summit level twelve miles 
long formed by two dams closing the Valleys 
of the Chagres and the Rio Grande and cre- 
ating a lake to de fed by the waters of the 
Chagres.” Between this summit level and 
the sea level “intermediate dams are to 
close the Valleys of the Chagres and the Rio 
Grande, forming a second series of lakes 
less important than the first but, like it, in- 
tended for supplying and regulating the 
water of the canal.” But of what avail 
this pian? The commission’s report says: 
“The soil on which these dams would rest 
can inspire but a limited confidence, It can- 
not be denied that the breaking of such dams 
as those contemplated would entail the de- 
structien of the valley, its inhabitants, thie 
canal, and the ships that might be upon 1 
in short, a tremendous disaster.“ 

In addition to these tremendous difficulties 
and dangers the commission contemplates 
the probability of earthquakes, the impossi- 
bility of applying European methods and 
prices to the undertaking, and an increased 
cost of over $200,000,000! In tne face of such 
a disastrous showing as this it is not remark- 
able that the price of stocks has gone tum- 
bling down on the Paris Bourse and that the 
thousands of subscribers are signing petitions 
to the Chamber of Deputies asking that M. 
dé Lesseps and the former administrators of 
the company shall be compelled to appear in 
court and give an account of their manage- 
ment of the funds which the people intrusted 
to them. It is apparent that the end has 
come and the Panama project is dead. Even 
the courage, obstinacy, and skill of the great 
canal-builder cannot save it. He has con- 
structed his last canal. The international 
waterway between the Atlantic and the Pa- 
cific will be constructed on the Nicaragua 
route by American skill and enterprise and 
will be-controlled by this country, as it 


should be. 


THE WAY TO BELIEVE THE COURTS. 
There is now in session at Albany, N. L., 
a commission appointed pursuant to a law 
passed by the last State Legislature to de- 
cide upon some scheme by which the ad- 
ministration of justice shall be promoted 
and the great pressure of business on some 
of the courts removed. It is stated that the 
| Court of Appeals, which is the highest judi- 
cial body, has, though divided into two 
branches, more than it can do, and that the 
Supreme Court, which comes next below that 
of Appeals, has more business than it can at- 
tend to. 
That thereis need of law reform in New 
York has long been apparent, especially in 
crimina! matters, even to those who are not 
residents of that State. Matters have 
reached that point, in civil cases, where a 
suit is a battle of purses, and the one who has 
the most money is bound to win some time. 
If both litigants are wealthy and are good 
fighters their controversy may run along 
through the interminable years, like that of 
Jarndyce vs. Jarndyce. The criminal lawyers 
have succeededin perfecting a system which 
makes it impossible for any man with money 
or influence to be punished for acrime. The 
lower court may find him guilty, but it is 
only to make him bleed the more freely. 
Scùred by the prospect of Sing Sing he be- 
comes more liberal, and his lawyers secure 
for him a new trial from the Supreme Court. 
If that does not grant it the Court of Appeals 
does. The defendant gets. before another 
jury and is acquitted or there is a diagree- 
ment, whichis followed in due course ot 
time by the quashing of the indictment. 
As the commission is made up of lawyers 
tull of respect for old abuses there is no 
reason to expect any vractical recommenda- 
tions from it. Reformsin the law are not to 
be expected from lawyers. They always 
originate with and are put through by lay- 
men. The remedies of the commission will 
be the standing ones of lawyers. They will 
suggest more courts, more Judges, more ap- 
peais, more delays, more write of error and 
supersedeases, and new triais, more costs 
and more fees. Any one familiar with the 
workings of the legal mind can sit down to- 
day and write out the report which will be 
submitted at some future time to Gov. Hill. 
The New York papers are discussing, some 
of them at considerable length, the topic 
which is engrossing the attention of the 
commission, but they do not seem to have 
hit on the way to get rid of the law’s delays. 
They talk of having more Judges—of making 
the number of those sitting in the Court of 
Appeals so large that they muy work in re- 
lays, one batch going on the bench and hear- 
ing cases for a week and then stepping down 
to write up their decisions, their place on the 
bench being taken by the next relay. Gen- 
erally the less a man is forced to do the less 
he does. Aud to the number of Judges and 
give each of them allthe time he wants to 
write his opinions and he will turn out one a : 
month. The recent increase in the number 
of Judges in Chicago resulted mainly in short-. 

er hours and longer vacations ail around, 
trips to Europe in summer, Saturday holi- 

days, no night work, and very little day work 
[ot most ot the Judges.

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It is well that there should be an appeal 
from a trial toa higher court, though they 
get along well enough without it in England, 
but it is not necessary that there should be a 
series of appeals, each one with its fees and 


costs. In suits involving property, rights 


that which is most desirable is a speedy de- 
cision. A wrung one, secured in three 


months, does less harm than a right one, ob- 


tained at the end of ten years. The delays 
which criminal lawyers in New York and 
Illinois have managed to make sure of for 
their clients, if they have any money, have 
dulled the sword of justice and have brought 
the law into disrepute. At present there is 
in criminal cases one law for a poor offender 


and another for the rich one. The latter 


can always escape in New York and general- 
ly does in this State. The guilty poor man 
generally gets his deserts in short order. 
The question of law reform will have to be 
fought. out before the next Legisiature of 
New York and the papers of that State can- 
not begin too soon their fight to curb the 
vicious abuse of the right to indefinite ap- 
peal. If that legal parasite can be cut off 
the litigation of the State can be better done, 
in less time, with fewer courts and Judges.

“MORE, MORE, MORE TAXES.” 

Chairman Cullerton of the Council Finance 
Committee has taken up the cry of Purdy, 
McGann, Cregier, Gruenhut, et al. for 
„more taxes.“ He wants to establish a 
tax-ferret system under municipal control to 
obtain more, more.” McGillen wants more 
bonds, ana so do McKnight, Sexton, and the 
rest. They wunt to borrow more money for 
extending the water supply, more money to 
spend in various other schemes, and for that 
reason they want the Constitution changed 
and the borrowing powers of the city en- 
larged. This borrowing plan does not please 
Culterton; he wants more taxes,“ not more 
bonds. He wants the expenditures increased 
at once and the increase kept up. His pro- 
posals are of course backed by Cregier and 
all his underlings. “More, more, more is 
the cry of these hungry devourers of the 
people’s earnings. 

It may be indeed that the borrowing pow- 
ers of the city ought to be extended to meet 
the emergency which the location of the 
World's Fair here has wrought. It may be 
also that in the same connection the city 
ought to be empowered to borrow money 20 
establish a municipal gas plant and a high- 
water-pressure system. But there seems to 
be no necessity to borrow in order to increase 
and improve the water supply. There is 
nearly $1,000,000 now to the credit. of the 
city water fund. The net earnings of the 
department, allowing for liberal extensions 
of water pipes, ought to be $250,000 per 
annum. The rebate fund, aggregating $350,- 
000, can, as Taz Trrpune has already point- 
ed out, be made immediately availa- 
able for the extension and improvement of 
the water supply in Lake, Hyde Park, and 
Lake View. Thus a sum of $1,600,000 is im- 
mediately available for the water-supply 
needs ef the whole city. While this is being 
spent the earnings of the department will 
continue. The $878,000 in water bonds ought 
to pay for the completion of the new four- 
mile tunnels and the pumping works con- 
nected therewith. The rebate fund will pay 
for the needed extensions of the Hyde Park, 
Lake, and Lake View systems. The cry for 
a new loan for water supply under the cir- 
cumstances is senseless and absurd. More- 
over, if the loan should be authorized it 
would take at least nine months to make it 
available. The ready money in the City 
Treasury and the fonds held there can be 
immediately utilized: They ought to be util 
ized. Indeed, whatis most needed now is 
not money, but action on the part of the 
Municipal Government. 

The water needs of the southern and 
northern sections of tne city ought to be at- 
tended to immediately. The improvements 
suggested by Ald. Gaban and Ald. McKnight 
ought to be entered on at once. They are 
both necessary and feasible, as Tun Trisuns 
has frequently pointed out. 

But the water-bond project and the Cul- 
lerton-McAbee tax-ferret scheme ought to be 
severely ignored. There is absolutely no 
necessity for an increase of the general 
municipal tax. Nearly all improvements 
paving, sidewalk-laying, sewer construction 
—are now made by special assessment. The 
schools, the parks, the county institutions, 
and the Public Library are maintained by 
taxation independent and apart from the city 
or municipal tax. It is also proposed to clean 
the streets and alieys and to dredge the river 
‘by special assessment, The city taxes— 
which Cullerton and his fellows want to in- 
crease—are mainly used to pay policemen, 
firemen, the heads and clerks of the depart- 
ments, the Mayor, and the Aldermen. These 
persons are paid well enough now, and there 
are plenty of them. There is no need to in- 
crease the city tax to increase their number 
or then salaries. The present Administra- 
tion has more to expend in this way than any 
of its predecessors. The amount heretofore 
used in building sewers can hereafter he de- 
voted to extending the electric light plant. 
The increased revenue from saloon licenses 


| —it will be a quarter of a million more than 


the estimates this year—can be used to meet 
the increased demands. of the Fire Depart- 
ment. We have too many policemen now. 
There is no good reason for the howl of 
Cullerton, Cregier, and the other chiefs of 
the tax-eaters’ brigade for more taxes, The 


- property-owners are taxed heavily enough 


now. 


SUPERINTENDENT MARSH, 

When Capt. Frederick H. Marsh came to 
Chicago from Ogie County he had the rep- 
utatmon of being an honest man, though a 
Democrat As United States Marshal, to 
which office he was’ preferred over William 
J. McGarigle, he wal a fairly good officer. 
When he was appointed Superintendent of 
Police the appointment was bailed with 
satisfaction. It was expected thas he 
would reorganize the department on a basis 
of honesty and efficiency. It was predicted 
for him that he would suppress gambling, 
that he would enforce tne ordinances, in fact 
that he would do his full duty or resign. He 
was referred to as a strong-willed man

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amendment to the Army Appropriation bil! 
forbidding the sale of liquor at canteens ‘in 
States or Territories where prohibitory laws 
exist. Probably nearly ali wilo read the re- 
port imagined that tnis had something to do 
with the original package” decision of the 
Supreme Court. While that suggested the 
wording of the amendment, it was designed 
to nullify as far as possible the action pro- 


viously taken by the Senate, which had added | 


an amendment to the bill providing that no 
intoxicating drinks should be sold at any 
canteen. This provision, if allowed to stand, 
would, in the opinion ot almost every army 
officer, have worked serious mischief. 

There were established some time ago at 
posts where English troops are stationed 
what are known as canteens. They are 
nothing more than club-rooms for privates 
and non-commissioned officers run by the 
men themselves. There they go when off 
duty to lounge, smoke, play games, and eat a 
lunch or drink a glass of beer, which are fur- | 
nished at cost. Little by little similar can- 
teens have been started at torts and posts 
where soldiers of the American army are 
stationed, and the commanding officers, some 
of them at first opposed to the innovation, 
agree that the results are admirabie. Disci- 
pline has been improved and the men are more 
contented. 

It is stated specifically by commanding of- 
ficers that the sale of beer and light wines 
at the canteens isan aamirable temperance 
measure. If it had not been allowed the 
men would have gotten liquor somewhere. 
It would generally have n bad whisky 
and would have been poe greater quan- 
tities. Wherever a canteen bas been started 
there have been less drunkenness, less disor- 
derly conduct, and less absence without 
leave, and tne vile whisky dens that always 
spring up around an army post have died 
out. 

The Senate, influenced perhaps by some 
unproved newspaper charges which should 
not have had the same weight as the unani- 
mous testimony of well-known officers, or 
desirous of striking a moral attitude when 
soldiers, who have no votes, would be the 
only sufferers, stuck in the Army bill the 
amen( mint that no beer or wine should be 
supplieu to the enlisted mén at any garrison 
or military post. Some of the Senators, for- 
getting apparently that the United States 
gets a revenue of thirty millions a year from | 
fermented liquors, and that it issues retail- 
ers’ licenses to all who will pay for them, 
said “the sale of intoxicating liquors under 
the implied or express consent of the United 
States authorities should absolutely cease.” 

The House was more sensible and promptly 
disagreed with the amendment. It contains a 
larger percentage of men with a practical 
knowledge of military matters. But the 
House conferrees finally said they would ac- 
cept the amendment if so altered as to apply 
only to prohibition States. To that the Sen- 
ate has reinuctantly consented. Therefore 
the soldiers stationed at the forts in the two 
Dakotas, Kansas, and other States where 
there are prohibitory laws can get no beer or 
wine, and must get drunk on bad smuggied 
whisky, to the great prejudice of military 
discipline, while those on duty elsewhere can 
get light beverages at cheap rates at their 
own club-rooms, 

There was a good deal of hypocrisy in the 
attitude of the Senate. The Senators have a 
canteen of their own in the Senate wing of 
the Capitol, and the behavior of some of 
them at times does not indicate thas they are 
better able to control their appetites than 
the private soldiers are. 

THE LOTTERY FIGHT IN LOUISIANA. 

The lottery fight is fairly on in the Louisi- 
ana Legislature, and, as might have been 
expected, the Democrats are ranging them- 
selves almost solidly in favor of the exten- 
sion of the charter of the gambling institu- 
tion. They have behind them the entire 
daily press of the State, the Lottery com- 
pany itself intrenched behind its long years 
of prestige and influence, and apparently 
the majority of. the people, who have been 
blinded by the colossal nature of the bribe 
offered to the State, and who not unnatural- 
ly argue that they will be saved a million 
dollars a year in taxes for @ Guarter of a 
century to come. A 

Notwithstanding the discouraging obsta- 
cles which confront them the friends of 
honest and moral government are making a 
determined fight, and among them are some 
Democrats who hays the courage of their 
convictions, and who have openly refused 
to obey the instructions of their constitu- 
ents. An illustration od this comes from 
Pointe Coupée Parish, where a mass-meot- 
ing has been held which instructed its two 
representatives to vote for the renewal of 
the charter. To their everlasting 
honor be it said they refused 
to obey the instructions, whereupon 
their coastatuents called upon them to resign, 
and this they refused to ao, They have 
placed themselves firmly upon the standard 
of the right and there they propose to re- 
main. All honest men will applaud them for 
the courageous position tn have taken. 
There is no party issue involved in it. It is 
purely a question of right or wrong, of mor- 
als on the one side against crime on the 
other, of honesty against dishonesty, of pub- 
uo virtue against organized and legalized 
fraud, In demanding. of their representa- 
tives to vote for the continuation of this 
fraud they have gone beyond the rights of 
constituents. When they are asked to subor- 
dinate vheir character and their conscience 
in a matter where the lines of right and 
wrong ace 80 cicarly drawn. these repre- 
sentatives are justified in refusing to obey 
the demands of their constituents, even if 
they were unanimous, and they have shown 
commendable courage in doing it. The action 
of these members has evidently alarmed the 
organs of- the Lottery company.

substance, but that if he were elected their 
sorrows would be at an end, The tariff 
question cut no figure in the campaign.

Between Wind and Floods the Damage 
Been Enormous.

Fourth—It handiocans trade. 

Fifth—It retards the progress of the nation, 
the welfare of the whoie country, and the per- 
manent good of the manufacturers themselves, 
who require a reduction rather than an increase 
of tariff duties. 

Sixth—The administrative bill increases the 
revenue by many millions of dollars. 

Senator Sherman today proposed and had 
referred to the Finance Committee as an 
amendment to the Tariff bill the wool sched- 
ule as prepared by the National Wool- 
Growers’ Associaton.

CAPTURE OF NORTH DAKOTA HORSETHIEF 


The Bold Leader of a Dangerous Gang at 
Last Behind the Bars. 
ELLENDALE, N. D., June 4.—[Special.]— 
One of the most sensational exposures of 
crime ever recorded in tne Dakotas has just 
come to light. Frank Hoffman, a German, 
has been living on a tarm in Lovell Town- 
ship, Dickey County, & little over a year. 
He is a honest-looking and industrious man. 
His neignbors have had no susp/cion but that 
his character was all right. It turns out 
he is not only a horsethief, ot the most 
daring kind, but that he hac established 
a rendezvous for stolen property. He has 
been operate ug in connection with a gang 
who have pestered the 3 of Western 
Minnesota and lowa and thé Dakotas tor 
several vears. Soon after iocating in Dickey 
County last year he went southward for a 
week or two, telling his neigkbors that he 
had sold a farm in Iowa ahd was going 
to collect some notes. He returned with 
several horses which he said were taken in 
lieu of 2 He sold the stock to farmers. 
He made similar trip a few weeks ago 
and — with more horses. Two 
ays ago. the Sheriff of Clarke 
County, South Dakota, called upon Mar- 
tin, eputy Sherif? of Dickey County, 
and asked nim to help arrest Hoffman. Mar- 
tin and the other officer p ed to Hoff- 
man’s residence in the night aad called for 
him to come out. Hoffman jumped through 
the window and ran westward toward the 
Jim River. He was pursued and shot at sev- 
eral times, but made his escape. A party 
Was org inized and the chase was kept up 
until the nexteventug, when Hoffman was 
found in a vacant dweiling in Sudson Town- 
ship. He was taken by three deputies after 
a desperate resistance and is now in jail. 


TRYING TO BUY THE INDIANS’ LAND, 


A Proposition Made to the National Coun- 
ell of the Sse and Fox Tribe. 

SAO AND Fox Acency, I. T., June 4.—[Spe- 
cial.}—The National Council of the Sac and 
Fox Nation has given a proposition 
by the Indian Commission, which, if suc- 
cessful, will result in the opening to white 
settlement of 400,000 acres of most excellent 
land. The proposition is as follows: Each 
member of the tribe to be allotted 160 acres 
of land, 80 acres to be inalienable and untax- 
able, the balance to be disposed of as the In- 
dians see fit. Three aiternatives are offered: 

First—The Government will pay $455,000 
for the land, provided the Indians all take 
their allotments south of the Deep Fork. 

Second— The price paid shall be $460,000 if 
only such as have improved iand north of 
the Deep Fork shali take their allotments 
where their improvemeuts are. 

Third—If the Indian takes his land any- 
where he may choose the price paid shall be 
$400,000. The lana occupied by the agency 
and the school shail remain intact as the 
common property of the tribe. 

In this reservation there are 479,667 acres of 
land lying between the Cimarron and the 
Canadian. There being 520 in the trive the 
allotments will amount to 83,200 acres, leav- 
ing a residue of nearly 400, 000 acres, Thus it 
appears that the Commissioners’ offer is 
from $1 to $1.25 per acre fot the land. The 
Sac tribe purchased this land for 30 cents an 
acre in 1868 from the Government. 


WANTS POSSESSION OF HER CHILD.

Mrs. Eugene H. Cowles Wants Divorce aud 
Alimony from Her Hacband. 

CLEVELAND, O., June 4.—[Special.|—Mrs. 
Eugene H. Cowles, whose husband ran away 
with her little girl Monday, began a divorce 
suit against her husband today. She says 
that she married Cowles here in 1879, and 
that for several years they lived together in 
this city. For a number of years past, under 
a plea that his. health and business did not 
permit him to live here, he has been away a 
great deal. In 1886, sne adds, he made the 
acquaintance of one Clare Luneschloss of 
Belleville, N. J., and has twice taken her 
abroad under the assumed name of C. I. 
King. Knowledge of this came to Mrs. 
Cowiles last fall, and Cowles gave her a writ- 
ten promise to break off with Clare. She 
torgave him and went to live with him iu 
Buffalo. Last December she heard that he 
had again visited Miss Luneschloss, and she 
returned to Cleveland.

TRIALS OF ENUMERATORS. 


TOO MANY FOR SOME OF THE MEN AT 
WORK ON THE JOB. 


Another Halt Dozen Surrender Their Books 


and Give Up ta Disgeust—While Ther 


Have Failed Others Make a Good Thing 
of iIt—Dificulties Encountered—One 
Woman Eaumerster Insulted—What 
the Report Cards of the Force Show. 

Half a dozen more census enumerators were 
waiting for Supervisor Gilbert to surrender 
their books and certificates of authority when 
he reached the office yesterday morning. 
This makes an even dozen who have fallen 
by the wayside in two days. Their places 
were immediately filled. 

J can’t understand it,” replied one weari- 
ly when asked what the matter was. ‘I’ve 
nog two days, and I'll have to give up try-

“Now you’ ve got right at the whole trouble,

Another man explained that he had vrob- 
ably been lookmg for a soft snap und had 
come to the wrong place for it. He offered 
an apology for leaving Uncle Sam in the 
lurch, and to pailiate the offense he had 
brought his niece — 5 him to offer her as 
substitute, The girl was a bright young High 
School miss, and seemed thoroughiy capabie.

There are about twenty-two women among 
the enumerators in Chicago. They have 
been given residence districtsin which there 
are no saloons, and Mr. Gilbert thinks that 
their work will compare more than favora- 
bly with that of the men. 

The only real complaint so far received has 
been from one of these women enumerators. 
She came in to see Mr. Gilbert yesterday 
morning. She had been grossly insulted. 
She had called at a South Side residence, 
stated her business, and the man had sworn 
at her most terribly and slammed the door in 
her face without answering a single ques- 
tion. A neighbor came with herto tell Mr. 
Gilbert that the obstreperous citizen was liv- 
ing with another man’s wife, ana had prob- 
ably serious objechons to answering at least 
one of the catagorical questions. 

“Go back and try again,“ said Mr. Gilbert 
to the woman. “if he mistreats you again 
or refuses to answer let me know and I will 
attend toit. Anexample might be made of 
this individual with salutary effect upon the 
rest of the community similariy disposed.“

The Six- 
teenth Ward contains the largest 
and most ignorant class of Poles and Bohe- 
mians and no one unfamiliar with these lan- 

guages and their dialectic variations could 
possibly do the work. One Icelander, a man 
named Sorenson, has been given a Scandina- 
vian district. 

Angelo Cello, a young medical student, is 
the only Italian on the force, and Mr. Gilbert 
has pressing need for others of the same 
nationality. Mr. Cello seems to have no 
difficulty in making his countrywen appre- 
viate the nature of his errand and answer 
all tne questions readily. His report for the 
second day shows 154 blanks filled in ten 
hours’ work. 

Mr. Ceilo’s record is about an average one. 
The reports exhibit a eat variety in the 
amount of work accomplished by the individ- 
ual enumerators. ‘The followimg were taken 
at random from the reports; 

Eight bours, 116; nine hours, 190; five ana 
a half hours, 50; eleven and a half ‘hours, 92. 
One lady reported 99 in nine hours. 

Enumerator Spaulding reported 219 for a 
day’s work, which is surprisingly large. 


Another enumerator told Mr. Gilbert that he 


had made $7 in one day, which at two cents 
per head would mean 350 persons. Mr. Gil- 
bert say that this man had a compact dis- 
trict, however, and one in which he was thor- 
oughly acquainted. Moreover he haa probably 
distributed tis blanks a day or two before 
and then collected them after they were 
filled out, a thing whichis allowable under 
the law but not always practicable. 

It has been mentioned ‘that many of the 
enumerators are old men. The job is not 
particularly desirable to young men as it will 
hardly pay $8 per day of the average. One 
of these old men, a man named Robertson 
and over 70 years old reported yesterday for 
one day’s work 121 persons and five veterans 
which nets him $2.67 for the day’s work. 


IN THE INTEREST OF THE COLORED RACE, 


The Negro Conference at Mohonk Discusses 
Means of Beefiting Them. 

Mononk, N. L., June 4—The negro con- 
ference was opened here this morning with 

a large number of distinguished men from 
ail parts of the country present. The gather- 
ing is the first of its kind, and was called to 
consider the question of Christianizing and 
educating the colored people. The confer- 
ence was opened with a brief address by Mr. 
A. K. Smiley, the proprietor of the Mohonk 
Lake Mountain House.

How Millionaires Starved Miners. 

Springfield Republican (editorial): Those who 
keep note of passing events will not have for- 
gotten the lockout of coal miners at Spring 
Valley, III., in the early months of 1889, and the 
sufferings of the families of workmen in conse- 
quence, It will be remembered that fully 1,000 
men were deprived of work without a day's 
warning at the beginning of winter; that, after 
those who were allowed to remain at work had 
shared their opportunity for toil for three months 


with the idle men to. enable the latter to keep 


bodies and souls together, the rest of the mines 
were likewise without warning closed, the men 
were evicted from their homes in the company’s 
houses, and the people of the State of Illinois 
were obliged to come to the aid of. the sufferers 
to save themfrom actual starvation and death 
from exposure. Apparently this course of an 
unheralded lockout had been taken by éne cor- 
porations to force a reduction of wages, for no 
sooner had the miners been reduced toa state 
ot utter helplessness and despair than the coal 
company offered work to all at rates of wages 
which would yield the men but from $14 to 820 a 
month where before they hud been earning. ac- 
cording to the company’s Own statement, but a 
trifle over 840 a month. At the same time the 
company proposed to maintain its old rates of 
rent and prices for coal, food, and clothing ob- 
tained at the company ‘store. On these terms, 
we believe, the men were finally compelied to 
return to work. 

This sad story of corporate inhumanity has 
been effectively told by Henry D. Lioydina 
book entitled A Strike of Millionaires Against 
Miners,““ published by the Belford-Clarke com- 
pany of Chicago. It merits no less a volume 
than this. It is not an isolated case—an in- 
dustrial phenomenon, springing from conditions 
rarely repeated—Dut one of many similar cases, 
@ part only of the whole story of coal mining in 
the United States. More than this, it is an ag- 
gravated illustration of the soullessness of the 
corporation in general, through the agency of 


which the bulk of the producing powers of the 


nation are working. 

Behind this legai fiction men hide and do deeds 
of grasping cruelty that disgrace manhood and 
are fast bringing the present industrial organism 
into contempt. In the case of Spring Valley, the 
directors and stockholders of the Chicago and 
Northwestern railroad and the Spring Valley 
Coal company—controlled by the same men—are 
as responsible for the sufferings and deaths from 
starvation of miners of Spring Valley in 1889 as 
if they had all been personaliy present and as- 
sisted in the business of bringing men from a dis- 
tance to work in their mines on assurances of 
steady employment and then of locking them 
out without warning to starve them into sub- 
mission to lower wages for the sake of higher 
2 on their stock. This is the conclusion of 

r. Lloyd, and we see no escape from it. 

If the corporation is to de considered an im- 
personality without moral responsibility it will 
either have to go or the industrial system which 
makes it an essential part will have to go. All 
the power of government, or wealth, or vested 
interests cannot maintain that system which, 
resting as our present system must on the char- 
itable instincts of men, offers a way of escape 
from the responsibilities imposed thereby to the 
most powerful factors of the society. Against 
‘that system “ the pulses of men will beat until 
they beat it down.” What must be the condition 
of that society which allows the wealthy capital- 
ists who starved these thousands of miners not 
only to go unpunished but to move in the very 
highest circles of business power and social in- 
fluence? And one of them in particular is today 
figuring upon representing the Democratic par- 
ty of Pennsylvania in the United States Senate.
